The 
Causes leadjng to the abandonment of this worthy enterprise by the organiza. 
tion are not so well known. It is perhaps sufficient to say that it 1s the opinion 
of all who bre acquainted with matters there, that had the congregation suc- 
ceeded in getting a minister on either the first or second trial, the work would 
have gone on. Having recently visited the field, we express the opinion that 
this point ought not be abandoned by the church, and especially by this Synod. 
There is a large Lutheran population there, and the right man will succeed in 
rallying nearly all who have been connected with the first effort. 

March 4, 1887, the Rev. J. N. Lenker, special representative of the Board 
of Church Extension, notitied me of the organization of St. James Church at 
Perth, Kansas. Twenty-three entered the organization, and $200 were raised 
fora new church. Bro. Lenkerdid much other good work within our bounds 
during the year, of which we all will be giad to hear from his own lips. 

April 21, 1887, the Rev. H. L. Yarger informed me he had organized a 
congregation at Lincoln, Lincoln county, Kansas, which would, at the proper 
time, apply for admission into this Synod. 

November 6, 1887, God willing, the corner-stone of the new First English 
Lutheran Church, Kansas City, will be laid. Early in the summer plans were 
decided upon contemplating the building of a church to cost, when finished, 
in round numbers, $55,000. The contract was let for the inclosure of the 
building, and the completion of only the basement for $34,300. The, great 
amount of building going on in our city made it impossible to get workmen. 
For six weeks only two stone masons could be had. This has caused us great 
delay. But the work will be pushed as rapidly as poss;ble, until the amount 
contracted for shall be finished. 

March, received a letter from the Rev. B. F. Hills, giving account of the | 
new building to be erected in Banner City. He reported over $1,600 raised, 
and hoped to be able to dedicate some time this fall.

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MIDLAND COLLEGE, . 


One of the most important items of interest to this Synod, and to the church 
of the whole west, is the fact that during the past year a new charch college 
has been established west of the Missouri river. The whole church is put 
under obligations to the citizens of Atchison for their liberal gifts. Who of us, 
one year ago, would have thought that before another Convention we should 
have a Lutheran college established and opened for the reception of students ? 
Nearly one hundred students are enrolled, and a large Freshman class formed. 
The terms of the contract between the citizens of Atchison and the Board of 
Education are well known to you all, and need not be mentioned here. What 
incentive to labor we have! What increase of activity should follow the estab- 
lishment of such an enterprise within the bounds of our western field! Truly 
this is the Lord's doing, and it is marvelous in our eyes. At last the dawn of 
a new day has come. The fathers and pioneers of our church in this country 
have seen the storm and the fire, and are now permitted to hear the * still 
small voice.” 


VACANCIES. 


Our mission at Atchison has been made vacant by the resignation of the 
Rev. G. S. Diven, but supplied by the new professors. 

Chapman was made vacant by the resignation of Bro. N. A. Whitman. We 
understand that Bro, Freet has been supplying this point. 

We are glad to have so few vacancies. Many letters from. ministers in tbe 
East, received during the year, indicate a general willingness to take up west- 
ern work.

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Report of Trustees to Carthage College. 


Your Trustees to Carthage College would respectfully report that during the 
year, they have attended several meetings of the Board. | 

At the meeting held at Omaha during the sessions of the General Synod, 
both of your Trustees were present. 

No important business was transacted at that meeting, except to decide upon 
holding an adjourned meeting at Carthage in the month of July, 1887. 

This last meeting of the Board was held on the 12th and 13th of July, 1887 
at which meeting both of your Trustees were again present. The thermome-. 
fer stood at 105° in the shade, and for two days your Trustees, with other 
members of the Board, wrestled with the financial problem of Carthage Col- 
lege. Those present felt disposed to grapple with the question in dead earnest. 

The resignation of President E. F. Bartholomew was not accepted. He 
was urged by the Board to stand bravely at the helm until the ship outrode 
the waves of threatened disaster. 

A number of the members present pledged liberal sums to pay the salaries 
yet due to some of the professors, and to provide for the expenses of the com- 
ing year. Much enthusiasm was awakened by the earnest and hopeful 
speeches of some of the brethren. It was determined by the resolution, to 
put a Financial Secretary in the field, who was to codperate with a Committee 
on Solicitation and Subscription, whieh was appointed at the same time. 

The spirit of the Board was to make every possible effort to save the College. 

The citizens of Carthage are willing to share the burden of maintaining the 
institution, if the Synocs will do their part. 

The citizens are well satisfied with the present management of the College, 
and would déprecate very much the removal or the failure of the institution, 

We commend the College to the sympathy and prayers of all our people for 
its future prosperity.

Report of Delegates to General Synod. 
To THE MEMBERS OF THE SYNOD OF KANSAs :— 

The last meeting of the General Synod was held at Omaha, Nebraska. All 
the Delegates from this body were present with one exception, Capt. L. J. Webb. 

The sessions of the Synod were characterized by an earnest spirit of devotion 
to the interests of the church. The questions claiming the largest share of at- 
tention were practical, They related chiefly to the missionary work now on hand 
and the subject of a Western college. In regard to the former, it was clearly 
shown that at no time in the history of the General Synod was the work of 
planting churches and of evangelizing the heathen so vigorously and successfully 
pushed forward as at the present time. The report of the Home Mission 
Board exhibited a most encouraging state of affairs in that department of church 
enterprise. 

One hundred and three missions have been supported during the past two 
years. Of this mumber nine have become self-sustaining, three of them on 
Kansas territory: Salina, Peabody and Long Island. More money has been 
contributed by the churches than in any similar period previously for enlarging 
our borders at home. The report was inall respects the best which the Board 
ever presented. 

The Foreign Board summed up the work of two years as follows : Number 
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ofbaptized members, including children, 9637 in India and Africa. Commu- 
nicant membership, 5903. The net gain for two years, 1513. 

Contributions of native Christians to benevolent objects, $3200.21. 

Our Foreign work was shown to be ina very healthy state. 

One of the most important departments of mission work now is Church Ex. 
tension. The report offered by the Secretary of this Board showed two things : 
first, that some improvement had taken place in the amount contributed for the 
building of mission churches ; and second, that much more money is necessary 
to carry forward our home work and meet the pressing demands of the hour. 

The Report of the Board of Education made plain the fact that the field 
was ripe for the location of a college west of the Mississippi. The propositions 
made were most generous, and the final decision was reached shortly after 
the meeting of the General Synod. Let every member rally to the support of 
the new institution at Atchison, Kansas. 

The General Synod increased the amount of apportionment for the several 
departments of church work. The following sums are expected of the Kansas 
Synod annually for benevolence during the two years, beginning April 
1, 1888 :

The proposed amendment to the Constitution on page 28 of 
minutes of 1886, was laid on the table for one year, to be taken 
up and made a special order for first session of second day.

House.

A letter was read from Rev. J. C. Zimmerman, Secretary of 
the Board of Church Extension. 

Rev. J. N. Lenker, special representative of the Board of 
Church Extension was granted fifteen minutes to present the re- 
sults of his work in the West in securing church lots. 


Report of Special Representative of the Board of Church 
Extension. 

1. During the past year forty-eight church lots have been secured on the 
territory of the Kansas Synod, at the following growing towns, in all of which 
churches should be erected in the near future: Concordia, Republic, Downs, 
Phillipsbarg, Hollenburg, Ellsworth, Wakeeney, Oakley, Wallace, LaCrosse, 
Ness City, Lincoln, Beloit, Perth, Caldwell, Greensburg and Washington. The 
attention of al] Lutherans, from the East as well as those from Europe, settling 
in Kansas where there is no Lutheran church, is hereby called to the above 
places. 

2. The Co-operating Committee appointed by this Synod at its last Conven- 
tion has been helpful, and it is our conviction that such a Committee should 
be continued, and the aid of all the brethren, clerical and lay, be again enlisted 
for the coming year. 

3 Attention is hereby called to the printed circulars of the Immigrant 
Society, by which the addresses of our scattered unchurched brethren are 
gathered.

ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. The name and title of this Synod shall be: THE EVANGELICAL 
LUTHERAN SYNOD OF KANSAS. 

Sec. 2. The Doctrinal Basis shall be, « The Word of God, as contained in 
the canonical Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments, as the only infallible 
rule of faith and practice, and the Augsburg Confession as a correct exhibition 
of the fundamental doctrines of the Divine Word, and the faith of our church 
founded upon that Word.” 

Sec. 3 This Synod shall consist of all the ordained Lutheran ministers and 
licentiates, together with one lay delegate from each pastoral district within its 
bounds, who submit to this Constitution. Each lay delegate shall have a seat, 
and the liberty of speech, and a vote. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of Synod to see that the rules of government and 
discipline prescribed in this Formula of Government are observed by all the 
congregations and ministers within its bounds, to receive appeals from decisions 
of church councils, and of special conferences, when regularly brought before 
it, and review and reverse and confirm the decisions to which they refer; to 
examine and decide on all charges against ministers and licentiates, that of 
heterodoxy alone excepted ; to form and change ministerial districts; to attend 
to any business relating to the churches, which is regularly brought before it ; 
to provide supplies for destitute congregations, and to devise and execute all suit- 
able measures for the promotion of piety and the general prosperity of the church, 
not otherwise disposed of in this Formula. 

Sec. 5. To this end the Synod and Ministerium shall have power to cite any 
church members within its bounds to appear before them ; and to endeavor to 
obtain other witnesses, wheh the case may require it. 
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Sec. 6. If any congregation, hitherto in connectiog with this Synod, should 
refuse to observe the resolutions of Synod, or the provisions of the Formula of 
Government, it shall be excluded from connection with the Synod during the 
time of its refusal ; nor shali any other Synod, nor any Lutheran minister or 
licentiate, take charge of it without special permission of the President. Aro- 
vided, however, that if the charter of an incorporated congregation be at vari- 
ance with any articles of this Formula, this charter shall have precedence of 
those articles with which it is in conflict. 

Sec. 7. Any congregation may become connected with the Synod within 
whose bounds it is situated, by acceding to the provisions of this Formula, and 
making an annual contribution to the objects apportioned or designated by 


‘Sec. 8 At least one meeting of Synod shall be held every year, at such 
time and place as may have been determined on. 

Sec. 9. No minister or licentiate shal] be absent from the meeting of the 
Synod without-the most urgent necessity. In case of his absence, he shall, if 
possible, send to the Synod a written apology for his absence. Voluntary min- 
isterial engagements shal] not be regarded as a sufficient excuse. Any minis- 
‘er or licentiate violating the provisions of this section, shall be called to 
account by the President at the next meeting. 

_ Sec. 10. These written apologies, as well as all other letters and papers in- 
tended for the Synod or Ministerium, ought to be addressed to the President. 
| See. 11. The minister of the place in which the Synod is held, with the 
¢hurch council, shall endeavor to provide for the entertainment of the minis 
ters, candidates, and lay delegates, by Christian friends. 

| Sec. 12. All the members of the Synod shall endeavor to assemble on the 
#vening of the day appointed. 

Sec. 13. Divine worship shall be celebrated, during the meeting of the 
Synod, as often as may be convenient, and consistent with the business of the 
Synod. 

Sec. 14. Ministers in good standing in other Synods, or in any sister 
churches, who may happen to be present, or who appear as delegates from 
said bodies, may be received as advisory or corresponding members, but can- 
not vote in any decisions of the Synod. 


ARTICLE II. 


OFFICERS OF THE SYNOD. 

Section 1. The officers of the Synod shall be a President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, and Historical Secretary. The President and Secretary are also 
the officers of the Ministerium. 

Sec. 2. All these officers are annually chosen by ballot, from among the 
ordained ministers regularly belonging to Synod, by a majority vote, with the 
exception of the Treasurer, who may be a layman. The same person shall 
not be eligible for more than three successive years. 
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: President. 

Sec. 3. The President shall deliver a Synodical discourse at the meeting of 
Synod; and he shall, in connection with the pastor of the place, appoint the 
other individuals who are to preach during the session. 

Sec. 4. He shall at the beginning of every S ical méeting make a 
written report of all the official business transacted letters received by him 
since the last meeting, and of all the important events which have occurred 
relating to the Synod, and may recommend for its consideration any measures 
which he may deem necessary or calculated to promote the cause of God. 
This report shall be laid on the table, and dealt with as with all other papers 
coming before the body. 

Sec. 5. He presides at all the meetings of the Synod and Ministerium. 

Sec. 6. The President has a right to take part in the discussions as well as 
any other member. When the house is equally divided on any question, he has 
the casting vote. In all other cases he has no suffrage, except when an elec- 
tion is made by ballot, and then he has not the casting vote. * 

Sec. 7. The President shall preserve order, not suffer more than one mem- 


_ ber to speak at a time, secure to each person liberty to speak without interrup- 


tion from others, and shall prevent a speaker from deviating from the subject 
before the house. ~ 

Sec. 8. The President shall take care that each subject be duly considered 
before a decision be made. He shall distinctly rehearse each motion, when 
no one has any further observations to offer, and takes the votes of the house 
on the same. 

Sec. 9. When the votes are called for, they are to be given simply by Yea 
and Nay, and no further observations are then admissible. 

Sec. 10. The President has the appointment of ail committees which are 
not to be elected by ballot, or, otherwise: and every motion forethe formation 
of a committee shall specify in what way it is to be formed. 

Sec. 11. It is an important part of his duty to give counsel to every member 
of the Synod when he deems it expedient, and particularly to admonish and 
advise every erring brother. If accusation has been lodged against any member 
of this body according to Chapter III., Section 5, Formula of Government, or 
if he has reason to believe that any minister or licentiate is living in any 
material violation of the rules of this Formula, it shall be his duty to call upon 
the individual to relieve lis character from said imputation, before the Synod 
or Ministerium. 

SEC. 12. Should the President remove from the limits of the Synod, or de- 
part this life, then the Secretary shall succeed him, and discharge the duties 
of the President untii the next Synod. 


Secretary. 
Sec. 13. The Secretary shall keep a faithful and accurate account of all the 


proceedings of the Synod and Ministerium; carefully preserve all the papers, 
the seal, etc., of the Synod, subject to their direction, and shall do all the offi- 
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ial writing of the Synod not otherwise provided for. In case of the death or 
removal of both the President and Secretary, the oldest pastor shall act as 
President. 

Sec. 14. He shall give notice (either by circular or in the public papers, as 
Synod may direct), to each minister and licentiate belonging to the Synod, of 
the time and place of the Synodical meeting, at least six weeks previous to the 
time appointed. 

Sec. 15. He is to keep a register of the names of all the ministers and 
licensed candidates, arranged according to their age in office, and also of the 
congregations, whether vacant or not, connected with the Synod. 

Sec. 16. If the accumulation of business should render it necessary, the 
President may appoint an assistant Secretary, whose office shall expire at the 
close of the meeting of the Synod. 

Sec. 17. If in the recess of the Synod, the Secretary should remove into the 
bounds of another Synod, or should depart this life, the President shall require | 
the archives, the seal, and all other property of the Synod, to be delivered to 
him, and shall retain the charge of them until the next session of the Synod, 
when he shall appoint a Secretary pro fem. 

Sec. 18. Unless the archives are otherwise disposed of by the Synod, they 
shall be in the charge and custody ofthe Secretary. Any minister or delegate 
of a congregation connected with the Synod shall have free access to them; 
but no part of them shall be allowed to be taken away or destroyed. 


Treasurer. 


Sec. 19. The Treasurer shall take charge of all the moneys belonging to 
the Synod, and shall keep them subject to its order. He shall keep, and pre- 
sent at each annual meeting, a detailed and faithful account of the state of the 
Treasury. 

Sec. 20. Should the Treasurer, during the recess of the Synod, remove out 
of the bounds of the Synod, or be removed by death, the President shall have 
all the moneys, certificates, bonds, and documents belonging to the Synod, de- 
livered into his hands, and shall have the charge of them until the next 
Synodica! session. 

Historical Secretary. 

Sec. 21. The Historical Secretary shall prepare and keepin a suitable book 
a brief history of the Synod from its organization, giving names of founders, 
officers, growth, and other items of interest. He shall also keep a convenient 
record of all standing resolutions of Synod, and a complete file of its printed 
minutes. He shall also report in brief the proceedings of Synod in the church 
papers. 

Sec. 22. He shall prepare and keep a brief history of each congregation in 
the Synod, giving date of organization, number of organizing members, names 
of successive pastors, and time of service, erection of church buildings, their 
size, cost, time of dedication, etc., and any other items that may be deemed of 
historical interest. 
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Sec. 23. He shall also prepare the statistics of our denomination for the State 
Agricultural Reports, State Sunday-school Association, and such other publica- 
tions as may desire these statistics. 


ARTICLE IIL. 


OTHER MEMBERS OF SYNOD. 

SECTION 1. It is the duty of every ordained minister, licentiate and lay del- 
egate of every Synod, not only to observe the provisions of this Constitution | 
himself, but also, as far as is in his power, see that it is obeyed by all connected 
with it. 


ORDAINED MINISTERS AND LICENTIATES, OR CANDIDATES. 


Sec. 2. It is recommended to every ordained minister and licentiate, to aid 
in circulating among the members of his charge, the books and papers proposed 
by the Synod and General Synod for use. 

Sec. 3. No minister or licentiate shall interfere with the congregations of 
another, by preaching or performing other ministerial duties in them, except by 
his request or consent, if present ; nor in his absence, if he have reason to think 
that any evil would result to said church. 

Sec. 4. Any minister or licentiate in good standing, who removes from the 
bounds of our Synod into those of another, shall, on application to the Presi- 
dent, receive a certificate under his signature, of his honorable dismission ; and 
such certificate shall also be required by this Synod of those applying for admis- 
sion into it from other Synods. 

SEE. 5. Every ordained minister has the right to leave his charge and re- 
move to another whenever he believes it his duty to do so; yet he must give 
the President timely notice of his intended removal. 

Sec. 6. A licensed candidate shall have liberty to visit vacant congregations, 
either upon receiving an invitation from them, or upon the advice of the Synod 
or President. 

Sec. 7. After a licentiate has a stated charge, he shall be restricted to it, and 
shall not resign it without the consent of the Ministerium, or, in its recess, of 
the President. 

Sec. 8. A licentiate has power to perform all the ministerial functions dur- 
ing the time specified in his license. 

Sec. 9. In addition to the obligations of ministers specified in Chapter III., 
Sec. 1, Formula of Government, it is the duty of licentiates particularly to de- 
vote all their leisure time to their personal improvement in knowledge and | 
grace, to receive counsel from the President, and to apply to him for advice in 
cases of difficulty. 

Sec. 10, Every licentiate must keep a journal of his ministerial acts, which 
with a few sermons of his own composition, he must deliver, or send annually 
for the inspection of the Ministerium. 
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LAY DELEGATES. 


Sec. 11. Each delegate, entitled to a seat by this Constitution, shall have 
equal rights with the ministers in all business belonging to the Synod; that is, 
may take part in the debates, offer resolutions, and vote on all Synodical ques- 
tions. 


ARTICLE IV. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


The transactions of Synod shall be conducted as follows : 

1. At the time appointed for the meeting, the members present shall assem. 
ble, and if four ordained ministers and two lay delegates be present, they shall 
constitute a quorum. 

2. The President shall open the first session by a prayer, after the brethren 
have unitedly sung a hymn. And every session of the Synod and Ministerium 
shall be opened and closed with prayer. Inthe absence of the President, the 
_ first prayer shall be made by the Secretary, and if he also be absent, by one of 
the elder ministers present. 

3. After prayer, the Secretary shall call the names of all the ordained minis- 
ters and licentiates belonging to the Synod, and note the absentees. 

4 The lay delegates shall then exhibit the certificates of their appointment, 
and their names be registered by the Secretary as members of the Synod. 

5. The President shall make his report (Article I1., Section 4) as the last 
official act of his office, and then inform the members, that 

6. The election of officers for the ensuing year is now to be attended to. 

7. Admission of delegates or ministers from other ecclesiastical bodies; ac- 
cording to Article I., Section 14. 

8. The minutes of the last Synod may be read, or referred to a committee. 

9. All papers intended for the Synod or Ministerium are to be handed in, 
and verbal notice may be given of any important business intended to be 
brought before the Synod. 

10. The Secretary shall then number the papers as arranged by the Presi- 
dent, after which they shall be taken up and discussed before the whole house 
in numerical order, or be first referred to committees, as the house may direct. 
The reports of committees may be heard and acted on at any time, and the 
intervals filled up by the succeeding items. 

11. Appointment of committees : 

(1) On President’s Report. 

(2) Auditing Committee. 

(3) On Parochial Reports. 

(4) On State of Religion. 

(5) On Minutes of Last Meeting of Synod. 

(6) On Application of Churches for admission into Synod. 
(7) On Leave of Absence and Excuses. 


(8) On Apportionment. 


| 
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(9) On Devotional Exercises. 
(10) On Synodical Calendar, 
(11) Special Committees, to whom shall be referred other business not 
otherwise provided for. 

12. Presentation of Parochial Reports, and Reports on State of Religion. 

13. The Treasurer’s account shall be heard. 

14. The number of vacant congregations be inquired into and provisions 
made for them. 

15. Promiscuous business. 

16. Election of delegates to the General Synod, or to other ecclesiastical 
bodies, and of Directors or Trustees of Carthage College, Tressler Orphans’ 
Home, and other Institutions with which Synod may have such relations. 

17. Choice of the time and place for the next meeting of Synod. 

18, Dissolution of the Synod, and annunciation of the time of the minister- 
ial session. 

1g. Should the President or Secretary be absent at the proper time for 
opening a session, the members present may elect others pro tempore. 


ARTICLE V. 


PROCESS AGAINST A MINISTER. 


Secrion 1. As the honor and success of the gospel depend very much on 
the character of its ministers, the Synod ought to guard with the utmost care 
and impartiality the conduct of its members. 

Sec. 2, All Christians should be very cautious in giving credit or circulation 
to an ill report of any man, and especially of a minister of the gospel; if any 
man knows a minister to be guilty of a private censurable fault, he should warn 
him in private. If this prove fruitless, he should apply to the Church Council, 
who shall proceed as specified in Chapter III., Section 5, Formula of Govern- 
ment. 
Sec. 3. If accusation be lodged, according to Chapter III., Section 5, with 
the President, within four months of the time of the next Synodical meeting, 
he shall defer the matter to said meeting ; yet if the charge be one of drunk- 
enness, lewdness, circulating fundamental errors in doctrine, or a higher crime, 
he shall immediately direct the accused to suspend all his ministeria] duties 
until his case be decided. If such accusation is lodged with the President at 
an earlier date, he shall, if the charge be one of drunkenness, lewdness, circu. 
lating fundamental error in doctrine, or of higher crime, immediately give 
notice to all the members of the Conference district to which the accused be- 
longs, to meet without delay at a suitable place, and institute a formal investi- 
gation of the case, according to the principles of this Formula. The Chairman | 
of said Conference district shall immediately fix the time and place of the 
meeting, and give at least fifieen days notice of the same to each minister in 
the district, and also to the parties concerned. 

Sec. 4. If the Synod is not divided into Conference districts, the President 
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shall appoint a Committee of three ordained ministers, shall fix the time and 
place of their meeting, and give all the notices as above required of the Chair- 
man of the Conference district. 

Sec. 5. Any three members of the Conference or of the Committee above 
named, shall have power to proceed and hold a fair and impartial investigation 
of the case, and to take all such measures as may be just and necessary to de. 
termine the guilt or innocence of the accused. 

Sec. 6. If the accused confess, and the matter be base and flagitious, such 
as drunkenness, lewdness, circulating fundamental error in doctrine, or a 
higher crime, however penitent he may be, he must immediately be suspended 
from the exercise of his office, and if thought expedient, a time be appointed 
for him publicly to confess to the congregation and the world his guilt and 
penitence. 

Sec. 7. If a minister accused of atrocious crimes, being duly notified, refuse 
to attend the investigation, he shall still be immediately suspended from office. 

Sec. 8. If the accused deny the charge, and yet on examination of the evi- 
dence is found guilty, the Conference or Committee shall hevertheless proceed 
to pass sentence on him. 

Sec. 9. The highest punishment which can be inflicted by a Special Con- 
ference or Committee appointed as above specified, is suspension from clerical 
functions ; and this sentence is to be reported to the next meeting of Synod, 
and remains in force until reversed by the Synod or Ministerium, as the case 
may be. 

Sec. 10. Any minister intending to appeal from the decision of a Conference 
or Committee, shall give notice of it to his accusers within three weeks of the 
time when the decision was made; that both parties may be prepared for a 
new trial, 

SEC. 11. Special Conferences not especially convened for the purpose, may 
attend to any charges of importance against a minister within their bounds, if 
all the parties concerned are prepared and willing to proceed. 

Sec. 12. If at any time accusation be lodged with the President, according 
to Chap. III., Sec. 5, for a less crime than those above specified, Sec. 3, he 
shall take no other steps in the case than to write a letter to the accused and 
accusers, exhor.ing them to mutual forbearance, and referring them to the next 
Synodical meeting. 

SEc. 13. If accusation against a minister be mad > immediately to the Synod, 
and the Synod believe themselves in possession of all the evidence necessary to 
just ‘decision, the case may be immediately examined and sentence passed. 
But if the necessary evidence be not before them, and the crime be such as is 
specified in Sec. 3, they shall appoint a meeting of the Conference to which 
the accused belongs, or, if there be no conference district, of a Committee, who 
shall proceed as above specified. 

Sec. 14. Ifa minister be found guilty of drunkenness, fundamental heresy, 
lewdness, or higher crimes, his sentence of suspension shall not be removed 
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until after some time of penitent, humble, and edifying conduct. And he can- 
not be restored by any judicatory but the Synod, or by the Ministerium, if his 
case was one of fundamental! heresy. 

Sec. 15. If the common report of the minister’s guilt of any of the charges 
above specified, be such as seriously to injure the cause of religion, and his own 
churches do not proceed against him, it should be the duty of any other min- 
ister or layman, having obtained two other signatures of credible men, to report 
the case to the President. 

ARTICLE VI. 


VACANT CONGREGATIONS. ~“ 


“Section 1. Vacant congregations which cannot be immediately supplied 
with a minister, are advised to assemble on the Lord’s Day, to elect some mem- 
ber of the church, of suitable capacities and character, to conduct the exercises 
and engage in the worship of God, as recommded in Chapter VII., Sec. 1. 

Sec. 2. It is also recommended, that at these meetings a portion of the 
Scriptures, of the prayers contained in the Liturgy, and of some select sermon, 

as are approved by the President of Synod, be read. 


ARTICLE 


SPECIAL CONFERENCE. 


_ Section 1. Synod shall divide itself into two or more districts for the purpose 
yf holding special conferences, which may be held either on a week-day or 
bbath. 

_ Sec. 2. Itis desirable, where ministers do not live too far apart, that at least 
Conferences should be held annually in each district. They ought to last 
days, and the chief business to be performed at them is to awaken and con. 
sinners, and to edify believers by close practical preaching of the gospel. 

| Sec. 3. The state of religion in the churches of the district ought to be in- 

into, and at least an hour be spent by the Conference alone in conver- 
on on subjects relating to pastoral experience. 
Sec. 4. These districts ought to contain between five and ten pastors, and 
when the number becomes greater, a new district ought to be formed. 

| Sec. 5. These Conferences ought to be held alternately, in some congrega- 

tion of each minister and licentiate belonging to the district. 
See. 6. Special Conferences may examine into any business of congregations 
which is regularly referred to them, and give their advice ; but no Conference 
shall, under any pretext whatever, perform any business connected with the 
licensure or ordination of candidates for the ministry. 

Sec. 7. Lay delegates may also be sent to these Conferences, under the same 
regulations as to Synod, if it is thought advisable by the Synod.

ARTICLE VIL. 


MINISTERIAL SESSION. 


Section 1. The clergy shall hold a meeting consisting exclusively of Scrip- 
ture elders, that is, preachers, for the purpose of attending to those duties which 
Christ and his apostles enjoined upon them alone, viz., Examination, Licensure, 
and Ordination of candidates for the ministry. This meeting is called the 
Ministerium or Presbytery ; by which, in Scripture, is meant ministers alone. 

Sec. 2. Licensed candidates may be present at the Ministerium meeting, 

unless requested to withdraw, and may take part in discussions, bat have no 
vote. 
Sec. 3. The Ministerium shall also be the proper body by whom all charges 
of heresy against a minister are to be examined and decided: as also all ap- 
peals from the decision of a church council on a charge of heresy against a lay- 
man, or from the decision of a Special Conference on a similar charge against 
a minister. 

Sec. 4. When ordained ministers of other religious denominations make 
application for admission into connection with Synod, the Ministerium shall be 
the body to decide on the case. 

Sec. 5. A majority of two-thirds of the ordained ministers shall be required, 


either for the licensure of an applicant as well as the renewal of his license, or _ 
the ordination of a licensed candidate, or the admission of an ordained minister 


of another denomination. 

Sec. 6. No minister or licentiate, coming from a foreign country, shall be re- 
ceived as a member of this Synod until after a residence of two years in this 
country, and unexceptionable deportment during that time. Excepting only, 
that if an ordained minister comes well recommended for piety and learning, 
by a Consistorium, or a number of individuals known to the Ministerium as 
orthodox and evangelical, and if the Ministerium believe they can safely con- 
fide in the testimonials, they may receive him for twelve months, after which 


the vote for his permanent reception as a regular member shall be taken, and — 


the case decided according to Sec. 5. 

Sec. 7. All business not specifically intrusted to the Ministerium in this 
Formula, shall belong to the Synod. 

Sec. 8. The order of business in the Ministerium may be as follows: 

1. After the session has been opened with prayer, the President shall com- 
municate any business which he may have to report or propose. 

2. The licentiates shall hand in their licenses, sermons, and journals, which 
ought, if possible, to be read by the licentiate before the whole body. If want 
of time renders this inconvenient, committees ought then to be appointed to ex- 
amine and report on them. 

3 Applicants for licensure are examined. 

4 After the examination of the applicants and of the sermons and journals 
of licentiates, the applicants and licentiates may be desired to withdraw, and 
the question of their licensure and renewal of license or ordination be dis 

cussed and decided. 
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5. The licensure and ordination may be performed either in the Ministerium 
or at an appointed hour before a promiscuous assembly. 

6. Promiscuous matters relative to ministerial business may then be attended 

7. Some time then shall be spent in conversation on pastoral experience. 

8. The session closed as directed in Chapter XI., Sec. 2. 


ARTICLE IX. 
MISSIONS, EDUCATION, EXAMINATION, ETC, 


Missions. 


Section 1. As the blessed Saviour left to His followers the command, “ Go 
ye and make disciples of all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, teaching them to observe all things 


_ whatsoever I have commanded you;” the Synod shall regard it as a sacred 


duty to adopt, from time to time, such measures as it may deem best calculated 
to execute this solemn injunction. 

Sec. 2. The officers of Synod shall constitute an Advisory Home Mission 
Board, to look after the interests of this work in the bounds of Synod, and co- 
operate with the Board of Home Missions of the General Synod. 


Beneficiary Education. 
Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of pastors to instruct the people on the import- 
ance of Beneficiary Education, to seek out proper candidates for the ministry, 
and to collect funds for this work. 


, Examination and Licensure. 


Sec. 4. A Committee of three shall be annually appointed on Beneficiary 
Education, who shall receive applicetions for aid, examine the applicants, 
recommend the amount of aid to be given to each, and render an annual re- 
port t6 Synod of all their action in the matters pertaining to Beneficiary Edu- 
cation. 

Sec. 5. There shall be an Examining Committee of five ordained ministers 
appointed annually, whose duty it shall be to examine candidates for licensure 
and ordination. As these examinations may be highly interesting and useful 
to the whole Ministerium, and will be more faithfully performed if public, it is 
earnestly recommended that they be performed before the whole body. 

Sec. 6. After the examination by the Committee is ended, every member of 
the Ministerium has the right to ask the applicant any additional questions. 

Sec. 7. The examination shall embrace, at least, the following subjects, viz: 
Personal Piety and the motives of the applicant for seeking the holy office, the 
Greek and Hebrew Scriptures, the Evidences of Christianity, Natural and 
Revealed Theology, Church History, Pastoral Theology, the rules of Sermoniz- 
ing, and Church Government. 

' Sec. 8. No Ministerium shall, in any case whatever, license an individual

whom they do not believe to be hopefully pious. Nor shall any applicant, ex. 
traortiinary cases excepted, be licensed, whom the Ministerium do not find 
possessed of a competent acquaintance with the subjects named in Section > 
the Hebrew language alone excepted. 

Sec. 9. The Ceremony of Licensure shall be performed according to the 
Liturgy. of the Church. 

Sec. 10. All licenses shall extend to the time of the next annual meeting of 
the Ministerium, and shall be renewed as a matter of course, whether the 
licentiate be present or not, unless satisfactory reasons are known to the Minis- 
terium, which render a renewal inexpedient. And if, for any reason, no meet- 
ing be held at the appointed time, the licenses granted by said Ministerium 
shall remain in force, until revoked at a subsequent meeting. 

Sec. 11. Ifa licentiate, after some time of probation, does, in the judgment 
of the Ministerium, prove himself unqualified for the duties of the ministry, his 
license shall be withdrawn, 

Ordination. 

Sec, 12. Whenever the Ministerium has decided that an individual shall be 
ordained, the ceremony may be performed, either at the time, by the assembled 
Ministerium, or, if preferred, in the church by which he has been called, by 
the Special Conference, or by a Committee appointed for the purpose by the 
President. The ceremony of ordination, wherever performed, shall be accord- 
ing to the Liturgy of the church. 


lnstallation. 


SEC. 13. It is recommended that pastors be installed in their office, and the 
President of Synod shal] appoint a Committee for this purpose at the request 
of any pastor. 

ARTICLE X. 

SECTION 1. This Synod adopts the “ Formula for the Government and Dis- 
cipline of the Evangelical Lutheran Church,” contained in the Book of, Wor- 
ship, as its standard and rule in all things not otherwise provided for in this 
Constitution. 

Sec. 2. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any regular meet- 
ing of Synod, by a vote of two-thirds of the members of Synod present; pro- 
vided that such alteration or amendment has been proposed in writing at the 
previous annual meeting of Synod. 

Sec. 3. Synod may at any regular meeting adopt, by a two-thirds vote, such 
By-Laws as may be required, provided that they be not inconsistent with any 
of the provisions of this Constitution.

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RULES OF ORDER. 


-- 


1. No subject shall be discussed without being first presented in a motion 
made, seconded, and committed to writing; and the mover shall have the 
privilege of withdrawing such motion at any time before the question is taken. 

2. When a motion has been made and seconded, if a member objects to its 
being discussed, the President shall immediately put the question, “ Shall this 
subject be discussed ?” when, if decided in the negative, the motion shall be 
dismissed ; and no motion thus dismissed shall be entered on the Minutes, 
unless by a vote of the Convention. ‘ 

3. If any proposition or motion under debate contains twe or more points, 
it shall be divided at the request of any member, and the vote taken separately. 

4 No amendment shall be entertained unless germane to the motion under 
consideration, nor shall any amendment be in order beyond the second degree. 

5. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be entertained, except, 

(1) To adjourn ; 

(2) To lay on the table ; 

(3) To close debate ; 

(4) To postpone indefinitely ; 

(5) To postpone to a specified time ; | 

(6) To refer to a Standing Committee or the Officers of Synod ; 

(7) To refer to a Special Committee ; | 

(8) To amend ; 
which motions shall take precedence of each other in the order in which they 
are numbered. 

6. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, except when a member has 
the floor and is speaking. | 
7. The motion to adjourn, to lay on the table, to close debate, and to post. 

pone indefinitely, shall be taken without debate. 

8. Amendments may be offered at any stage of the question. 

9. When a motion is adopted to close debate, the motions then pending be. 
fore the Convention shall be put in the order of their arrangement, as provided 
in Rule fifth. 

10. A motion to refer or commit is debatable, but until decided, shall pre- 
clude all debate of the main question. 

11. The President shall decide all questions of order ; but any member has a 
right of appeal from his decision. The question on an appeal shall be stated in 
the following manner: “ Shall the decision of the President stand as the judg- 
ment of the Convention ?” and until decided shall preclude all debate of the 
main question. Debate shall be allowed only on appeals taken while a debat- 
able motion is before the Convention. 
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12. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question, wna requested by 
five members of the Convention. 

13. No member shall speak in debate without first rising from his seat and 
respectfully addressing himself to the President. He shall confine himself to 
the subject under debate, and avoid personality; nor shall he be interrupted 

except with his own consent, and for the purpose of explanation. 

14. No member shall speak more than twice on the same subject without 

the permission of the Convention. 
, 15. The President shall have the right to speak on any matter before the 
Convention, provided the chair be filled by another member, and he shall have 
the power to name any member to perform temporarily the duties of the chair 
when he may wish to vacate it. 

16. The President shall nominate al! committees, unless otherwise directed 

the Convention. 


BY-LAWS AND STANDING RULES 


1. Every pastor shall prepare am annual parochial report according to blanks 
furnished by Synod ; also a report on the State of Religion. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Historian of Synod to gather and record an 
accurate account of the important facts pertaining to the history of each con- 
gregation connected with the Synod, and it shall be the duty of each pastor 
promptly to assist the Historian im this work upon every request made by him. 

3. A-vacant church or charge shall settle its financial obligation with the re- 
tiring pastor before electing another, or engaging a stated supply, except in 
the judgment of the President it should be deemed necessary to arrange other- 
wise. 

4 A Committee of three, to b¢ known as the Parochial Committee, shall be 
annually appointed, to the Chairman of which al! the pastors and congregations 
of Synod must send their parochial reports two weeks before the day of the 
meeting of Synod, and this Committee shal! meet one day before the day ap. 
pointed for Synod, and arrange, complete, and be ready to report to Synod the 
full and complete parochial report. 

§- The Synodical year shall close on the Luesday two weeks preceding the 
appointed day for convening of Synod; and everything given and done after 
that day shall be credited as work of the new year. 

6. The Beneficiary Education Committee shall be governed by the following 
mstructions : 

(1) They shall consider all applications for aid and examine the applicants, 

(2) They shall require of the applicant a written statement, certified to by 
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his pastor, as to his conversion, piety, talents, and evidence of a call to the min- 
istry in the Lutheran Church. 

(3) They shall also ascertain his ability to support himself, and how mich 
aid he would need. 

(4) They shall direct his course of study and determine where it shall be 
pursued, and shall obtain reports of the candidate’s deportment and progress in 
study. 

(5) They shall require a pledge from all beneficiaries to abstain from the 
use of tobacco. 

(6) They shall have power to dismiss from aid any beneficiary whenever in 
their judgment they deem proper to do so. 

(7) They shall require each beneficiary to give the following promissory 
note for moneys received :

On demand, for value received, I promise to pay to the Treasurer of the Ev. 
Lutheran Synod of Kansas dollars, with interest at 7 per cent. per annum 
until paid. It is understood, and hereby made a part of this contract, that the 
giver of this obligation is to enter the ministry of the General Synod of the Ev. 
Latheran Church in tbe United States, and faithfully labor therein. Should 
he voluntarily fail to do either, this promissory note must be fully and legally 
met, otherwise to be null and void. (Name) 


(8) They shall require from all our beneficiaries a quarterly statement of 
their progress in studies, and an annual certificate of their standing and con- 
duct from the President of the college or seminary they attend.
